DAY FIGHT FIVE MILES UP 


Describing yesterday’s fights over 
Southern and South-East England, the 
Press Association says :—The clash be- 
tween Royal Air Force and German 
fighter _*planes, raging almost 
throughout the day, recalled the battle 
of Britain last autumn. The machines 
met at an altitude of five miles, and 
the fights went on in the clouds. Like 
silver specks in the sunshine the 
*planes circled and darted in and out 
of the cloud cover. 

On the ground below crowds stood 
in the streets and watched as cannon 
shell-bursts hecame white puffs 
against the sky. They heard again 
the familiar rattle of machine"? 4 fire. 
In one fight between about yafteen 
"planes the Germans after about five 
minutes broke off the engagement, and 
flew towards the French coast. 

Ten German ‘planes were shot down 
by British fighters, and two more 
were destroyed by anti-aircraft 
gunners. 3

The British loss was one fighter, but 
the pilot is safe.

A BRITISH RECORD 


The figure of 24 German bombers 
shot down on Wednesday night sets up 
a record, says the Press Association.

Three German bombers’ were 
destroyed over aerodromes in Northern 
France by fighters who waited for the 
raiders to return to their bases. 

The night raids on Britain were 
described in yesterday’s communiqué 
as “ again on a heavy scale.”

in the north-east, and also on the 
Bristol Channel area.

ALLIED SHIPS 
SUNK 


FEWER LOSSES IN 
THE ATLANTIC

LONDON, Thureday. 


_ It was learned in high official circles 
in London to-night that British 
shipping losses in the Atlantic last 
month showed an improvement. They 
were not, however, as favourable as 
suggested by Senator Vandenberg, who 
told the United States Senate Com- 
merce Committee on Wednesday that 
during the first three months of this 
year Britain lost only eight of the 205 
ships leaving United States ports for 
England. In fact, including losses in 
the Mediterranean, last month's total 
will prove almost as high as that of 
any month since the war began. Even 
if the figures were Correct he would 
give a totally false picture of the 
seriousness of the situation. Vessels 
carrying fully finished munitions of 
war are naturally provided with the 
greatest, possible protection available, 
and the percentage of such vessels 
sunk is, therefore. less than that of 
vessels carrying Jess precious, hut 
almost equally vital supplies, such as 
steel and food.

THE BUDGET 
RUN ON TOBACCO 
AND CIGARETTES 


Last-minute efforts to obtain supplies 
of tobacco and cigarettes before prices 
were raised owing to the new taxes were 
foiled to some extent yesterday b 
tobacconists closing earlier than usual. 

Those who remained open were able 
to dispose of brands of tobacco and 
cigarettes that have been seldom heard 
of, the stocks of the more ular 
kinds having been sold quite early in 
the day. or some time past it “has 
been difficult to obtain particular kinds 
of cigarettes and tobacco, but yesterday 
it was harder than usual, despite the 
fact that only smaller packets were 
given out. Later in the day hundreds 
of peopie were turned away without 
any cigarettes at all. 

The extra duty will not be passed on 
to the consumer until after the manufac- 
turers, wholesalers and retailers decide, 
an Irish Times reporter was informed 
yesterday. Generally the decision 1s 
made almost immediately after Budget 
day. 

The Budget proposals with regard to 
corporation profits tax and limitation 
of dividends had no marked effect on 
the Dublin Stock Exchange yesterday.

TALKS IN ANKARA 


Rome Radio reported from Ankara 
yesterday that Na)ji Shawat arrived in 
Ankara and had conversations with Dr. 
Reyfik Saydam, the Premier, and other 
Cabinet Ministers.

An admission of a withdrawal by 
Iraqui troops is contained in yester- 
day's Iraqui communiqué, quoted by 
the Official German News Agency. 
The communiqué said: ' The enemy 
undertook a surprise action against our 
t , which were besieging the aero- 
cme of Senn el Debanne, Our troops 
were forced to take up new . 
seeing that further resistance after 
heavy fighting appeared tó be useless. 
During an immediate couúter-attack 
our troops inflicted serious losses on 
the enemy with their heavy artillery 
fire. Our losses were unimportant.

VOUCHER SYSTEM 


Mr. H. FLINN, Parliamentary Sec- 
retary to the Minister for Finance, 
said that owing to the shortage of 
raw materials and fuel many people 
who now were contributing to the 
pool of wealth might be unable to 
continue to do so. Intrinsic value of 
commodities rather than cash would 
be the primary consideration. It was 
the availability of the commodities, 
not the price, which would count, and 
it was best to give the people who 
most required it a cheque, not on the 
bank, but on the commodities. The 
gs in of vouchers might have to 
e extended, and they might, reach the 
stage where everyone would value his 
ration card more than his bank ac- 
count. 

_ Some 700,000 tons of coal were burnt 
in Dublin every year. That was the 
equivalent of one and a half million 
tons of turf, and means of cutting 
that turf would have to be found, even 
if deputies themselves had to go out 
and cut it.

PUBLIC SERVICES COST 


Dr. O’HIGGINS (F£.G., Leix-Offaly) 
said that in 1932 taxation for public 
services was £21 900,000. In 1 it 
was £24,000,000 in 1934 £26,000,000, 
in 1935 264 millions, in 1938 £28,000,000, 
in 1939 28; million, in 1940 £39,000,000, 
followed later by a further  supple- 
mentary budget; and now another 
£2,000,000 was being added. These 
increases were described as the price’ 
of social services, the price of the 
economic war, the price of the Army, 
and now the price of neutrality; but 
they were really the price of the 
Fianna Fail Government. 

“Peace or war,” said Dr. O’ Higgins, 
‘the longer you are Lere the. higher 
the bill will be Ten years ago you 
were very dear to the people. To-day 
you are becoming Just a bit too dear 
for them.’’ 

Dr. O'Higgins said that Deputies 
should be obli ed to pay income tax 
on their Dail salaries.

INCOME TAX 


EXEMPTION 


Mr. J. COGAN (Indpt. Farmer, 
Wicklow) said that the exemption of 
members of the House from the pay- 
ment of income tax was a state of 
affairs that should not be allowed to 
continue further. It was a cause of 
great dissatisfaction among all sections 
of the community and was a matter 
which had never been justified either 
inside or outside the House. 

Mr. H. M. DOCKRELL (F.G., 
Dublin County) said that retrospective 
legislation was bad and ought to be 
resorted to in the last extremity only. 


SHARING THE BURDEN 


Mr. J. M. DILLON (F.G., Monaghan) 
said he did not think in the circum- 
stances tnat any reasonable person 
could complain of substantial taxation. 
But he did not think that they could 
continue to pile taxation on their neigh- 
bours in the cause of neutrality and 
not ccentribute something themselves. 
He thought there was a great deal to 
be said for the suggestion that Parlia- 
mentary allowances should be made 
liable to income tax, and he thought 
that if the Minister brought in a resolu- 
tion to that effect he would be opposed 
by very few deputies. He believed that 
the morale of the people would be im- 
proved if Ministers and deputies under- 
took to bear their share of the burden. 

If the world crisis oop which they 
were going at present had not resolved 
itself, or showed immediate signs of 
resolving itself before next autumn, the 
estimates would have to be completel 
recast, and many of the Services whic 
they had grown accustomed to regard 
as indispensable excised from them. 


EXCESS PROFITS TAX 


Speaking on the Excess Profits Tax, 
Mr. Dillon said that in the case of the 
bacon-curers, flour-millers and meat- 
curers, it would be necessary to go back 
not twelve months, but nearly twelve 
years to find the real story of excess 
profits. The Minister should go to them 
and not to the innocent people referred 
to in the prj oe 

Instead of food tickets he advocated 
a system of a family money allowance 
to every needy family. Outdoor relief, 
dole, etc., would — unnecessary if 
families were provided with sufficient 
to maintain them at a reasonable stan- 
dard of living. The greatest mistake 
ever made in this country was to pro- 
vide dole for the young, healthy, un- 
married men in the rural areas. If 
this crisis lasted-for a long time, as it 
might, there might be required adjust- 
ment of expenditure so grave that no 
party Government would carry them 


through. 

Mr. GILES (F.G., Meath-West- 
meath) said that sacrifices should 
start at the top, and when the Govern- 
ment asked people to pay taxes they 
should be men enough to pay tax on 
their own allowances. en people 
were down-trodden under poverty they 
would be satisfied to know that their 
governors were bearing the burden

He 
found a small piece of skin, which he 
had preserved and which did not come 
from wounds or any part of the body 
of the woman. e said that seven 
wounds were inflicted by a blunt instru- 
ment or bottle, or both, and death was 
due to shock, following wounds and 
severe crushing of chest. He examined 
the accused man’s hands, and found a 
piece of skin missing from the outer 
side of the first knuckle of the left little 
finger, and the accused man said: “I 
did that this morning cutting a piece 
of a stick,” pointing to a piece of tree 
outside the gcois Its condition was 
not consistent with it occurring that 
morning: it was more consistent with 
occurring the previous Saturday. He 
got the piece of skin and compared it 
with the wound in the accused 
man’s finger, and it corresponded 
exactly in size, type and lines to 
the skin missing from the little 
finger of the man’s left hand.

é¢ HE times call for much more 
I than we are doing,” said the 
Rev. E. J. Coyne, 8.J., vice- 
president of the Irish Agricultural 
Organisation Society, Ltd., when he 

resided at the annual meeting, in 84 

errion square, Dublin, yesterday. 
The position was, however, that the 
moment this society tried to branch 
out into new activities the prunins 
knife of State control came down an 
cut it back. 

“It would be a statesmanlike thing 
to give such a well-tried society, which 
has merited well of the country, much 

reater freedom and scope,’ said 
‘father Coyne. 

Proposing the adoption of the annual 
report, Father Coyne said that in 1939 
there had been the record turnover of 
£9,826,200, an average-of £98 per 
member, The reserves to-day were 
almost equal to the total capital, over 
£1,300,000. The position of the society 
was very sound. . 

It was regrettable that, in 1939 there 
was a drop of 8,000,000 gallons in the 
milk handled by the creameries, and 
when the figures became available for 
1940 it was probable that the drop 
would be greater still, There were 
gigns that the whole dairy industry 
was facing a difficult future, and, if 
ever there was a time when an organ- 
isation like the I.A.O.S. should be 
listened to and given encouragement 
the time was now. 

He was disappointed at the position 
of the Agricultural Societies. There 
had been some progress, but the turn- 
over was still very small—£674,735. 
The 1.4.0.8. ought to try to make an 
intensive drive in that direction. It 
should not be content to have such a 
flourishing creamery branch when the 
need of the Agricultural Societies was 
so striking. branch should try 
to help the other. 


CREDIT SOCIETIES 


“Above all,” said Father Coyne, “I 
am profoundly disappointed with the 
position of the credit societies. The 
salvation of the farmers of Ireland lies 
in their own hands in this matter of 
credit. The need for this type of 
society is urgent. I think we ought 
to call upon the Agricultural (redit 
Corporation to examine with ns 
the possibilities of making a really big 
effort in that direction. Hampered by 
our own finances, we cannot do what 
I should like—that is to open a special 
branch in this office with a first-rate 
credit expert and our best organisers, 
and start in a vigorous campaign at 
once.”’ 

Father Coyne said that the Society 
was taking the risk of starting a co- 
operative ee on 1st, July. 

Mr. P. P. Moloney (Limerick Junc- 
tion) seconded the 
report. 

fr. T. Lucay (Callan) said that the 
change in the Corporation Profits Tax 
would hit the Society very hard. Their 
profits were needed in the industry.

FOR TURF 


PARISH COUNCILS’ 
CALL TO 
GOVERNMENT 


FIXED price for turf was urged 
A in a resolution at a con- 
ference of Dublin Parish Coun- 
cils and _ representatives of other 
societies, heJd in the Irish Industrial 
Exhibition — 3 St. Stephen’s 
Green, Dublin, yesterday. The con- 
ference had been called to consider the 
problem of the acquisition and dis- 
tribution of turf supplies. 

In a report of work done, Mr. T. 
D. McLoughlin, chairman of the Allot- 
ments’ Committee, said that as a re- 
sult of the joint efforts of the Parish 
Councils and the [Irish Allotments 
Association 2,700 allotments had been 
distributed in Dublin, of which 2,000 
were to unemployed. The figures did 
not inelude 3,400 plots under the con- 
trol of the I.A.A. or allotments under 
the control of Parish Councils in Co. 
Dublin. 


SUPPLIES AND PRICES 

Mr. F. M. Summerfield, who pre- 
sided, said the whole ba of their 
activities was to see how they could 
help to get adequate supplies of fuel 
at reasonable prices for their people. 
He suggested that the Government 
should at once fix a fair price for dried 
turf at the bog or delivered at central 
receiving dépéts. These central dépéts, 
or compounds, should at once be 
arranged at railway stations or canal 
sidings in the bog areas, where bog 
proprietors would deliver in their own 
carts all the turf they could save and 
be paid for the loads on the spot. The 
transport to Dublin and other big 
centres would be simplified if the rail- 
way, canal or other transport com- 
panies could constantly draw full loads 
from the compounds. The concentra- 
tion of loads, simplicity of handling, 
and the fact that the fuel drive would 
roduce millions of tons of new traffic 
or the carrying companies should make 
possible a special and attractive flat 
rate for transport. 

Granted a fixed cost price for turf 
in compounds and a fixed transport 
rate, it should be an easy matter to 
arrange a reasonable selling price to 
the public. Distribution would be 
best handled by the coal merchants. 


£12 A TON 

Mr. P. E. Durkin, Rathmines, said 
that members of. his Council had paid 
eightpence a dozen sods for turfi—ap- 
proximately £12 a ton. Such a price 
was prohibitive for the poor. 

Mr. M. Davis, Blanchardstown, said 
that Turf at any time was not a pay- 
ing proposition. The only solution 
was for the Government to spend a 
couple of million pounds on turf de- 
velopment, and to turn the thousands 
of unemployed into the job of “'foot- 
ing” the turf in preparation for the 
cutters. 

Mr. D. R: Kennedy, Dundrum, said 
that turf could be bought in Dublin 
at £2 a ton by those who could afford 
to buy in large quantities. Those who 
could only buy a few sods at a time 
had to pay at the rate of £6 to £7 a 
ton. He appealed for a fixed price, 
and said they must look at turf as 
their national and not merely an emer- 
gency matter. 

Mr. A. Clerkin (Coal Importgrs’ 
Association) said that if the Govern- 
ment fixed the price of turf at the bog 
or compound anc the transport com- 
panies gave re onable rates, the lm- 
porters’ Association was satisfied that 
the people could get turf at a fair and 
reasonable price. 

The resolution was passed as stated. 


QUESTION OF 


TRANSPORT 


On the question of transport, Mr. 
J. 8. Byrne (G.8, Rly.) said that in 
view of the demands for the wheat 
and beet crops in the autumn, the 
greatest possible use should be made 
of th. railways for the transport of 
turf between now and the end of Sep- 
tember. Turf could be brought to 
the stations nearest the .bogs and 
stacked or clamped there awaitin 
transport. The trans cost by rai 
or road, he said, would not be an un- 
reasonable part of the cost of produc- 
tion. As evidence of what they could 
do, he said, that during the month 
of April last the company had trans- 
ported approximately 3,600 tons of 
turf from Clonsast bog alone. 

Mr. P. Heneghan, G.8. Rly., said 
the railways must rompt dis- 
charge of the turf on arrival in Dub- 
lin. Given euch quick discharge they 
could handle 5,000 trucks a day over 
the system, and BA could deliver 
1,000 tons a day in Dublin.
